The Arabi or Karakul sheep has iU 
origin in the Khanate 
of 
Bokhara 
central Asia, and belongs to the long 
wool family from which all broadtai. 
varieties descend. 
For centuries Ara­ 
bi bucks have 
been 
smuggled 
into 
Afghanistan. Persia, Turkestan, China, 
Palestine, Syria, Asia Minor and Egypt 
and because of th/* ignorance of the 
native who seem to have no coneen 
tion 
of 
proper 
breeding have 
been 
crossed with native sheep of the long 
wool, short-wool 
and 
hairy 
classes. 
which in all of those countries belong 
to the most inferior type of domestic 
sheep imaginable. 
Were it not for 
the fact that the Arabi strain 
was 
from time to time injected Into th* 
native sheep of the above-named <*oun

tries, their sheep industry today would 
J mount to absolutely nothing. 
As the 
Arabi is essentially a desert animal, 
and able to withstand any amount of 
hardship, evidently not minding the 
intense heat in the summer nor the 
severe cold iii the winter, often going 
days without food and water, it can 
readily be seen why the people living 
in the arid countries of central Asia 
found it advantageous lo cross their 
native sheep with the Arabi, which is 
the heaviest sheep known The barren, 
semi-mountainous country of Bokhara 
in which the Arabi thrives certainly 
does not show much evidence of grass, 
except here and there in the small val­ 
leys, and nature has made it possible 
for this animal to store in a short time 
large quainties of fat in its immense 
tail, weighing from 25 to 50 pounds, 
upon which it draws for sustenance 
when necessity demands it, and these 
properties are in a 
large 
measure 
transmitted to tile offspring resulting 
from crossing the Arabi with the na­ 
tive sheep. 
One has to eat the mutton 
if the Arabi but once to realize that is 
has absolutely no “sheeny” taste, but 
possesses a delicious and very appe­ 
tizing flavor.

Garbage From Hotels He Must 
Expect Cholera Outbreak.

In each case 
‘here was no history of their having 
been fed on garbage, but each owner 
at! purchased hogs at the above sale 
’bi«'h to me, was significant.

the 
cholera 
a rni I do not w ish to risk a state- 
uent, although there are several ap 
•arently reasonable explanations, but 
liis I do know, that practically all the 
’»og cholera that has come under my 
»bs<-rvatlon Is easily traceable to gar 
bago feeding 
Iii this respect, for the 
sake of fairness, let me say that the 
©arbnre-feg hogs 
near 
large 
cities 
usually 
do 
riot 
spread 
the disease. 
since practically all of them go for 
immediate slaughter, but around the 
smaller 
towns 
these 
swill-fed 
hogs 
frequently serve as eel*tors of infec­ 
tion for a considerable area. 
lr. conclusion, then, whenever a man 
ronirm-nres to feed garbage to hogs he 
mas* expect, sooner or later, to have 
an outbreak of cholera and. secondly. 
he should never, under any circum­ 
stances. dispose of any hogs except 
for immediate slaughter. 


Feed for Sow and Figs. 
A good feed for both sow and pigs 
!s a mixture of corn, shorts, oil meal 
and tankage. 
H o p them on a good 
pasture of leguminous crop, such as 
alfalfa or clover 
lf the pasture is not 
available alfalfa hay may be fed. for

Writer in Oregon Agricultural Coll eC - 
Bulletin Gives Results cf His 
Experiments. 


James S. Dryden, writing in the Ore 
gon Agricultural College Bulletin, re 
lates the results of some interesting 
experiments made by him.covering sev 
eral years, in which every ounce o 
food consumed by six pens of Leg 
horns was weighed.

hens consumed during the year 5C* 
pounds of wheat, 29b pounds of corn, 
203 pounds of oats, 112 pounds of bran 
and shorts, and 225 pounds of skim 
milk, in addition to some animal food 
The cost of the total food per fow'l for 
the year varied in different pens from 
61 cents to 78 cents, and averaged 66 
cents.

W eather conditions, parasites, fungi, 
insect disease and mechanically ap­ 
plied poisons (most of which are both 
dangerous and expensive)

are insufficient to check the multipli­ 
cation of insects without

ance of insectiverous birds.

H. Forbush records seeing a pair o! 
grosbeaks visit their nest 450 times in 
eleven hours, carrying to their young 
two or more larvae at a time.

row’s, chickadees, vireos, martins and 
warblers made from

trips an hour to their nests with ail 
kinds of Insects for their young.

of the reports of the biological survey 
records the finding of sixty grasshop­ 
pers in the crop of one nighthawk and 
500 mosquitoes in another;
